The VA home mortgage guaran­ 
tee program for World War II 
veterans now is due to expire in 
July, and the veterans adminis­ 
tration has virtually run out of 
funds for direct housing loans to 
veterans. 
Thurmond has asked the Senate 
Banking Committee for prompt 
action to continue both and make 
them more vigorous. Committee 
sources said quick action of some 
sort is likely. 
The mortgage insurance program 
for Korean War veterans is co\Ar 
ed by a separate law which vrl|l 
continue it through 1962, and it ii 
not involved in the current effort. 
In a letter to Sen. Sparkman 
(D-Ala) chairman of the Senate 
Housing subcommittee, Thurmond 
contended subseqjuent events have 
knocked the props from under ar­ 
guments advanced by President 
Eisenhower in vetoing a veterans 
housing bill passed by Congress 
last summer. 
The bill Eisenhower v e t o e d 
would have put up an addiltonal 
million dollars for direct hous­ 
ing loans by the VA to veterans 
in rural and small town areas who 
were unable to borrow at interest 
rates up to AH per cent. The bill 
would also have extended the GI 
loan program into 1959. 
In killing the measure, Eisen­ 
hower termed it 
discriminatory, 
contending it would provide relief 
in the rural areas but not in the 
big cities. Eisenhower also said 
he considered the 
per cent 
limit was unrealistically low in 
light of the going interest rates 
in the money markets at the time. 
Congress had refused to approve 
the 5 per cent interest ceiling’ the 
administration had recommended 
or guranteed loans.

Usually the subject of dogs on the 
loose doesn’t p op up until early sp ring 
when gardens are laid out.

fight on other p ersons’ front p orches 
when the occup ants are trying to sleep 
so that “home, which should be 
a quiet 
retreat where we can liv e v rithout dis­ 
turbing other p eop le or being disturbed 
by them, instead becomes chaos.” 
Children and dogs: two delicate sub­ 
jects, indeed. 
Both are related to the 
noise p roblem; both difficult to elim­ 
inate but always suscep tible of modera­ 
tion. 
Of course there should be kindly tol­ 
erance of ebullient children but neither 
dogs nor children should hav e unbridled 
freedom to become neighborhood nuis­ 
ances. 
Neglected discip line in fear a child 
or p up may dev elop some sort of adult 
comp lex has become too much of a p ar­ 
ental p sychosis in these modern times. 
Sterness and firmness may be a p ar­ 
tial answer to the p roblem of uncon­ 
trolled noises and nuisances. 
And this 
will be of no av ail if adults in the neigh­ 
borhood can’t get together and consider 
without heat mutual comp laints against 
disturbances of the p eace of each other. 
If it comes to a choice of noises, most 
quiet-lov ing p ersons in Sedalia will agree 
to tolerate noisy children and dogs 
rather than noisy automobiles, trucks 
and motorcycles.

day at his studio in Carmel Hig h­ 
lands.
